The new passenger tariff rates pre- 
scribed by the, California Railroad 
Commission do Ret ge’ into effect for 
twenty days, in which period the vari 
ous railroad companies affected are to 
be allowed te gppear and show cause 
why the new tariff should not be eu- 
forced. No doubt the companies will 
make a strenuous opposition to the 
new rates. Among the most notable 
reductions are the following: Yuma to 
Los Angeles, fom $22 to $12 25; Los 
Angeles to Goshen $16 75 to $9 70; 
Goshen-to Lathrop, $10 20 to $5 85; 
Galt to Ione, 62 25 to $1 10; Castro- 
ville to Soledad, $2 75 to $1 30; El-
